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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the reference Gondo does 
not teach controlling the processing of files with classified file types. The reference Gondo teaches controlling the processing of files with 
classified file types in paragraph 0055 where first the file type is classified within a category in the collection/management apparatus by 
the collected-information database. It can then be classified again in a sub-category by the database. This also teaches the use of a 
route directed workflow system.
